Tyson S. Din es, a Den ver attorn ey 
an d on e of the executors of the S trat­ 
ton estate, is here in con feren ce with 
Citizen s’ Allian ce lead ers, an d it is 
an n oun ced that he is preparin g a form 
which will be presen ted to every mer­ 
chan t an d busin ess man an d other em­ 
ployers of labor in the en tire d istrict, 
pled gin g them n ot to employ an y per­ 
son who is affiliated with a labor un ion . 
No person who works for a livin g 
will be exempt, an d the absolute an ­ 
n ihilation of un ion ism in this coun ty 
is pred icted by members of the Citi­ 
zen s' Allian ce an d the Min e Own ers’ 
association .
